Ship Sinks 


7 Survive Coastal 
Vessel’s Foundering 
In Mountainous Seas 


PUSAN, Korea UFI — A crowded 
Korean passenger ship foundered 
in mountainous sea* and violent 
winds last night and sank with a 
reported tqll of 249 lives just out­ 
side this big Southeast Korean 
port. 
The Korean Ministry of Trans­ 
portation said today only seven of 
the 256 aboard the 140-ton Chang 
Yung Ho were saved when the 
coastal vessel went down. The 
captain, Ha Yang Mo, was among 
the seven. 
Transportation Minister Kim Suk 
Kwang expressed belief ‘that no 
Americans were aboard the ship, 
which plied daily between Pusan 
and Yosu, IOO miles to the west 
on Korea’s south coast. 
The captain was able to provide 
only a sketchy account of the dis­ 
aster. He told the ministry his 
ship was swung around violently 
by a tremendous gust of wind, that 
things went black and the next he 
knew was when he regained con­ 
sciousness 
in 
the 
storm-tossed 
seas. That was about IO p.m. 
Friday. 
South Korean Navy and police 
boats picked up the captain, four 
passengers 
and 
two 
crewmen. 
They were brought to Pusan for 
first aid treatment. 
Rescue boats—still hampered by 
rough seas — continued a search 
today but the ministry said there 
was “no hope” for finding any 
more survivors. 
The Chang Yung Ho sank outside 
Pusan Harbor, about IO miles from 
the mouth of the Naktong River 
—and in the same general area 
where 
another 
Korean 
coastal 
vessel sank nearly a year ago with 
a loss of 152 Koreans. 
Even as the news of the sinking 
was announced, the Japanese Mar­ 
itime Safety Board said it had 
picked up an SOS from the Korean 
ship Alchong near Tsuchima Is­ 
land in the Sea of Japan. 
The board said the vessel report­ 
ed it was in trouble and carried a 
crew of 33, but did not describe 
the trouble.

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Dog Warden 
Lists $27,393 


Stark Reports 13,239 
Tags Issued In 1952 


LISBON—-The annual report of 
Columbiana County Dog Warden 
L. J. Stark lists collections totaling 
$27,393.75 during 1952, when a rec­ 
ord number of 13,239 dog licenses 
were sold. 
Sale of the 1953 tags la under 
way throughout the county. 
The fees included 1,070 penalties, 
43 transfers, 30 duplicates and 280 
kennels licenses. Other sources 
produced $850. 
Stark said 2,272 dogs were im­ 
pounded during the year at the 
County Home. This does not in­ 
clude those picked up in East Liv­ 
erpool and Wellsville. 
He said claims were paid on 189 
chickens, 49 turkeys, 9 ducks, 9 
sheep and 2 geese killed by dogs 
during the year and for 5 sheep 
injured. 
Stark added there were fewer 
claims because strays and unwant­ 
ed dogs were impounded. 
The report reveals that of 30 ani­ 
mal heads sent to Columbus for 
rabies determination, 19 were found 
infected. 
Ten foxes, four dog# and four 
cows were positive and one cat 
was tagged suspicious. In addition, 
six cows examined by county and 
state veterinarians showed positive 
symptoms of rabies. Many foxes 
that were killed were suspected but 
no examinations were made be­ 
cause no person or animal had 
been exposed. 
The warden said the rabies quar­ 
antine imposed last fall still is in 
effect and will continue until 90 
days after the last reported case 
of rabies. The last 1952 case was 
Dec. 23. 
Stark said 1,200 dog licenses 
have been sold so far and the 
deadline is Jan. 20, after which 
there is a $1 penalty.

Our Heritage Of Hope 
Each new presidency opens a new era of 
hope. 
This is part of the American heritage 
—that in a republic all things seem possible 
until proved impossible. There are no unbreak­ 
able rules. 
Dwight Eisenhower is the beneficiary of this 
vitality of viewpoint as truly as was George 
Washington, the first president. No one knew 
in 1789 what Washington’s presidency would re­ 
veal about the capacity of the new nation to 
govern itself. It was the beginning of a long 
process of political evolution. 
No one knows in 1953 what may be revealed 
about government while Eisenhower is in the 
White House. No one knew what was going to 
be revealed by Franklin Roosevelt and H a r r y 
Truman — but no one would deny that both of 
them did reveal aspects of government which 
had not been revealed before. The evolution of 
the presidency is still in process. 
There is not an American who does not have 
tome idea of what he wants to happen under 
a new presidency. Nothing ever has been the 
same in two administrations. The presidency is 
still developing, as an instrument of govern­ 
ment. The office, not tho holder of the office, 
holds promise of ever-increasing utility. 
It will continue to grow in usefulness as it 
will continue to grow in size, responsibility and 
in technique. Perhaps the greatest hope inspired 
by the opening of the Eisenhower presidency 
is that the presidency may be so organized and 
lo guided that it will reflect the knowledge and 
judgment of all the outstanding men and 
women who have consented to serve their fed­ 
eral government at the policy-making level. 
Another hope is that the new president may 
so distribute the burden of his office as to 
minimize the risk of breakdown which has 
preyed on Mr. 
Truman’s mind and which 
claimed the life of his overworked predecessor. 
The United States is still new. The American 
experiment is only well begun. Most of the book 
of experience in popular government is still to 
be written. 
The world’s greatest laboratory for research 
into the means and methods of freedom and 
human dignity is still America, and the chal­ 
lenge exists nowhere in more compact form than 
in the responsibility of the White House. 


Vnnt Of Chief Concern 
The director of defense mobilization, Henry 
[. Fowler, has issued a report which will be 
tudied closely by the incoming Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. 
This is why: 
Director Fowler has raised the $64 question: 
That should the United States do when it has 
eached its defense goal? 
In terms of money, this will happen when 
^proximately $129 billion has been spent. The 
overnment is considerably more than halfway 
here. 
Fowler says about 37 per cent of all the war 
material ordered has been delivered. Most of 
he rest is in various stages of production. 
It will be delivered this year. That is why a 
usiness downturn is expected in midsummer; 
he war boom will have quit booming. Then 
rhat? 
Will the United States assume that it is ade- 
uately defended because it has bought $129 
illion worth of war material? Will it make the 
lassie mistake made by France when \t built 
s Maginot Line and took refuge in it? 
Or will the United States for the first time 
I history learn how to keep its defense from 
Baching a climax then disintegrating? Direc- 
>r Fowler says this is his chief concern as he 
ets ready to leave Washington with the out- 
oing Truman administration.

Perils Of A Three Great Men’s Conference 


The visit of Winston Churchill 
to this country has, from the first, 
centered on the development of 
the 
Korean 
War. 
Churchill 
is 
a n x i o u s 
to 
maintain 
t h e 
status of a lim­ 
ited war, on the 
grounds t h a t 
otherwise t h e 
Uni te d States 
would be forc­ 
ed to decrease 
aid to Europe. 
It is the old 
struggle o v e r 
George Sokolsky “Europe first.” 
However, Churchill offers no plan 
to end the high casualty lists of 
Americans in Korea. 
Stalin having admitted that he is 
involved in the situation in Korea, 
in his reply to James Reston of 
“The New York Times,” the de­ 
gree of such involvement requires 
analysis and some action. At any 
rate, it ended the fiction of Rus­ 
sian irresponsibility. 


IN THE SOVIET world, ranging 
from the River Elbe in Europe 
to the Pacific Ocean, there is only 
one master. Neither the Korean 
nor the Chinese Communists could 
have acted independently of Stalin. 
He supplied the arms, the MIGS, 
the organization and thousands of 
so-called advisers. 
My information is that there are 
about 100,000 such Russian ad­ 
visers at the present time in Soviet 
China, forming a grid throughout 
the country to control it. 
It is characteristic of Soviet Rus­ 
sian diplomacy for Stalin to as­ 
sume the role of a benign father 
of all peoples, smiling like a Ches­ 
hire cat, while all the time his 
Asiatic associates are fighting in 
a real war not only against the 
United States but against the Unit­ 
ed Nations of which Russia is a 
member with a permanent seat on 
the Security Council. 
It is possible by this technique 
for Stalin to conduct a war, man­ 
aging every phase of it, while at 
the same time giving the impres­ 
sion of neutrality. Unfortunately, 
he has a precedent in President 
Roosevelt's conduct during the first 
year of World War II, before we 
entered it, when he assisted Great 
Britain materially while this coun­ 
try was neutral. 
If Stalin wants peace in Korea, 
he can have it. If he has any 
proposals to make, he can make 
them through ordinary channels. 
He does not need to write letters 
to reporters for “The New York 


Times” or any other newspaper. 
His ambassador in Washington can 
talk to Dean Acheson or to John 
Foster Dulles and get the confer­ 
ence for p peace started. He has 
had 18 months at Panmunjom and 
elsewhere for this purpose and 
never did anything about peace. 


THIS IS NOT a matter of ob­ 
duracy. If one American life can 
be saved, I am sure that Gen. 
Eisenhower and John Foster Dulles 
would do everything in their power 
to end the killing. Gen. Eisen­ 
hower’s only son is fighting in 
Korea; Mr. Dulles’s nephew was 
severely 
wounded 
there. 
Quite 
apart from any national policy, 
both men are emotionally involved 
in peace in Korea. 
Our experience with Stalin, since 
the Teheran Conference in 1943, 
is that he is dishonest, sleek, 
tricky, unreliable and even dishon­ 
orable. For such heads of states, 
the usual procedures of diplomacy 
were created. Face-to-face con­ 
ferences only led to misunder­ 
standings and misquotations, parti­ 
cularly as Stalin speaks no English 
and Eisenhower no Russian. 
To show h o w confusing such 
conferences can be, let us take 
the word, democracy. To an Amer­ 
ican, that word means the control 
of the government by the people 
through officials chosen at stated 
elections; 
it 
also often 
means 
equality of all individuals before 
the law. To a Russian, democracy 
means the socialization of the life 
of the people, particularly in its 
economic phases. 


WHEN AT TEHERAN and Yalta, 
Roosevelt and Stalin were talking 
about democracy, they were not 
talking about the same thing, al­ 
though they used the same word. 
The consequence of this is one 
of the major tragedies in the his­ 
tory of the human race. 
It could have been avoided had 
the usual procedures of diplomatic 
intercourse been pursued. When 
the situation is difficult, it is best 
for the principals not to meet. 
We lost the peace in World War 
I because Woodrow Wilson insisted 
on being a negotiator. 
We lost the peace in World War 
II because Roosevelt insisted upon 
being both his own secretary of 
state and his own envoy plenipo­ 
tentiary. 
It is like being one’s own lawyer 
—he usually has a fool for a 
client. 
If Winston Churchill is trying to 
sell another three great men’s con­ 
ference to Gen. Eisenhower, it is 
to be hoped that the general will 
have studied the experience of his 
predecessors and will say, “Niet!” 
to all concerned.

Last week on a television show 
in answer to a question about the 
Cabinet I said, rather offhand, that 
if the president wished he could 
have George Marshall, not the gen­ 
eral but the owner of the Wash­ 
ington Redskins, sit with the Cabi­ 
net. I shall get letters admonish­ 
ing me about that remark and 
some of the letters will be more 
accurate than my remark. 
What I should have said was 
that if the president thought enough 
of George’s advice he might find 
a small sinecure for him and then 
have him sit with the Cabinet. 
There is nothing in the Constitu­ 
tion that specifies membership in 
the Cabinet and if the president 
wanted to change the custom he 
could have a Cabinet composed of 
the director of the National Mu­ 
seum, the governor of the United 
States Soldiers’ Home, the direc­ 
tor of the National Zoological Park 
and the chief commissioner of In­ 
dian Claims. 
The president could, if he wished, 
tirely and relieve himself of the 
tierly and relieve himself of the 
time-consuming business of Cabi­ 
net meetings. And judging by what 
used to be called Cabinet meet­ 
ings in Roosevelt’s day, the pub­ 
lic service 
would be 
improved 
thereby. 
According to reports some mem­ 
bers talked a lot about nothing, 
some kept silent about something 
and most everyone else waited for 
a private word in the presidential 
ear after the meeting. 
All that the Constitution says is 
that the president “may require 
the opinion, in writing, of the prin­ 
cipal officer in each of the execu­ 
tive departments, upon any sub­ 
ject relating to the duties of their 
respective offices.” 
A lawyer with a strict sense of 
Constitutional limitations m i g h t 
argue that the specification “in 
writing” was intended to foreclose 
the spoken words in a Cabinet 
meeting. Also he might contend 
that the specific words limiting the 
said advice to matters relating to 
the officers department was meant 
to rule out his advice on all other 
matters of government. 
As a referee might add after he 
tells two fighters with intent to 
assault each other to shake hands, 
“It’s all a matter of custom.” 
The British, from whom we ac­ 
quired the word Cabinet as well as 
the custom of more or less formal 
meetings, thereof recognize the in­ 
stitution only by custom. 
The prime minister is also a crea­ 
ture of custom, not law. But the 
British have made a much more 
serviceable body of advisers by 
keeping the membership flexible. 
They also have improved upon us 
by providing a number of cabinet 
ministers with little or no admin­ 
istrative duties thus to free good 


minds from details in order that 
they may devote themselves fruit­ 
fully to broad policy. 
In the beginning George Washing­ 
ton seemed to feel that the very 
small Senate of his day was the 
appropriate place to seek advice 
and counsel. Indeed the Constitu­ 
tion reserves the word advice to 
the president’s relations with the 
Senate. 
Washington started to meet in 
person with the Senate but it is 
said that senators on one occasion 
so ruffled the Father of Our Coun­ 
try that he left in a rage vowing 
with some choice Washingtonian 
cuss words that he never would 
meet with them again. And he did 
not. 
Gradually, the custom arose of 
regular meetings with the chief de­ 
partment heads. For many, many 
years that was a practical thing 
to do. But in recent years a de­ 
partment head is charged with 
such colossal administrative re­ 
sponsibilities 
that he has small 
time to think 
about the broad sub­ 
jects with which Cabinet meetings 
should be concerned. 
Eisenhower might well expand 
the customary Cabinet by adding 
many others 
such as the heads 
and chief commissioners of the big 
independent agencies. He might al­ 
so add such presidential assistants, 
such as Sherman Adams, who are 
of some stature. 
Then as a means of expediting 
business he might select a few, 
say about six, to serve as a com­ 
mittee on general policy, free them 
so far as possible of administra­ 
tive work and gradually develop a 
Cabinet for thinking rather than 
administration. 
For the present system promotes 
neither good thinking nor efficient 
administration.

Truman’s Message Almost A Masterpiece

Whoever in the Department of 
State wrote that long passage for 
President Truman’s farewell ad­ 
dress analyzing the situation be­ 
tween the United States and Rus­ 
sia did a masterful job. 
It is a pity that Mr. Truman 
didn’t make a separate message 
out of it so it would have been 
given consideration on another day 
entirely a p a r t from his semi-po­ 
litical observations on domestic 
policies which tended to make his 
message so long that only sections 
of it got printed widely. 
For it is a thorough and pene­ 
trating appraisal of the world sit­ 
uation, even though at times it does 
gloss over some of the weak spots 
in American policy abroad. 
The most poignant statement in 
the Truman message is not his 
reference 
to 
atom 
bombs—for 
threats like these don’t bother the 
Russians, who believe in the oppor­ 
tunities of conquest through “cold 
war” rather than “hot war.” It is 
this declaration: 
“Wha!, then, of the future? The 
answer, I believe, is this: As we 
continue to confound Soviet expec­ 
tations, as our world grows strong­ 
er, more united, more attractive to 
men on both sides of the iron cur­ 
tain, then inevitably t h e r e will 
come a time of change within the 
Communist world. We do not know 
how that change will come about, 
whether by deliberate decision in 
the Kremlin, by coup d’etat, by rev­ 
olution, by defection of satellites, 
or perhaps by some unforeseen 
combination of factors 
such 
as 
these.” 
That’s precisely the Eisenhower- 
Dulles view. Yet, during the recent 
campaign, when these two men 
ventured to mention “liberation” 
as an eventuality, the British and 
French press, aided and abetted 
by some distorted interpretations 
broadcast to the world by Secre­ 
tary Acheson, denounced “libera­ 
tion” as something illicit and un­ 
feasible and implied mischievously 
that it was meant to send Allied 
troops on such a misstep. 
Another important passage in the 
Truman speech was the following 
paragraph: 
“But if the Communist rulers un­ 
derstand they cannot win by war, 
and if we frustrate their attempts 
to win by subversion, it is not too 
much to expect their world to

change its character, moderate its 
aims, become more realistic and 
less implacable, and recede from 
the cold war they began.” 
The effect of this is somewhat 
weakened by the knowledge that 
intensive efforts by patriotic Amer­ 
icans to carry on a battle against 
subversion, at leas* i n s i d e the 
United States, have been met by 
obstructive tactics from certain de­ 
partments of the Truman adminis­ 
tration itself. 
Thus, there is still a tendency to 
fall for the line that all the anti- 
subversion crusades 
are merely 
“witch hunts” or “hysteria.” In­ 
deed, the same Truman message 
softens what was said about the 
importance of combatting subver­ 
sion as will be noted by the fol­ 
lowing : 
“Already the d a n g e r signals 
have gone up. Already the corrosive 
process has begun. And every di­ 
minution of our tolerance, each 
new act of enforced conformity, 
each idle accusation, each demon­ 
stration of hysteria — each new 
restrictive law — is one more sign 
that we can lose the battle against 
fear. 
“The Communists cannot deprive 
us of our liberties — fear can. 


The Communist* cannot stamp out 
our faith in human dignity—fear 
can. Fear is an enemy within our­ 
selves, and if we do not root it4 
out, it may destroy the very way of 
life we are so anxious to protect.” 
The foregoing gives a curious pic­ 
ture of alleged interference with 
liberties in America. Ifs the same 
cry that the Communists raise as 
they seek by technicalities to block 
trials. Ifs the same line of thought 
which causes the Communists to 
picket the White House with cries of 
innocence about the convicted atom 
spies—the Rosenbergs. 
No innocent person has been in­ 
jured in America by the anti-Com- 
munist crusade who couldn’t rebut 
idle accusations freely and widely 
in the press and on the radio. 
Lots of people who claim they 
joined organizations innocently can­ 
not be absolved altogether from 
blame for getting tangled up with 
Communist organizations. But too 
long the country has been given to 
believe that liberties are being tak­ 
en away right and left and that 
America is being hurt because 
Communists are 
being exposed. 
That kind of contradiction in the 
President's message is most un­ 
fortunate.

A century ago any book that sold 200,000 copies 
had to be a masterpiece. Elizabeth Payson Prentiss’ 
“Stepping Heavenward’* passed that mark. 
Her 
‘The Flower of the Family” sold only short of that 
figure and her collection of 123 ooems. under the 
title “Religious Poems,” also enjoyed a tremendous 
success. 
Elizabeth Payson Prentiss was one of the most 
prolific and best known religious writers of the last 
century. Bora and reared in a pious and cultured 
atmosphere, the youngest daughter of Portland, 
Maine’s, Rev. Dr. Edward Payson began contributing 
to Boston’s “The Youth’s Companion" when she was 
only 16 years old. After teaching school in Port­ 
land, where she was born in ISIS, Ipswich, Mass., 
and Richmond, Va., Miss Payson married Presbyte­ 
rian Minister Dr. George L. Prentiss, quit teaching 
and, notwithstanding her frail health, wrote inces­ 
santly. 
Writing with the beautiful and petite Mrs. Pren­ 
tiss was second nature. Perhaps that’s why, when 
she was inspired to write a poem one day in 1896. 
the lines came as rapidly as she could put them on 
paper. But, after she got into the third vcr-c, the

lines quit coming. So she put the unfuu_hcd poem 
aside and forgot it 
It was in 1869. while looking through some old 
papers, that Elizabeth Prentiss came upon the 
poem she had discarded 13 years earlier. Dr. Pren­ 
tiss. then a professor at New York's Union Theologi­ 
cal Seminary, saw the poem for the first time and 
insisted that it be finished. 
Mrs. Prentiss still 
didn’t think much of the verges but to please her 
husband, she took a pencil and added the closing 
lines. 
Dr. Prentiss had a printer run off a few copies 
for distribution among friends. Someone sent one 
of the leaflets to Composer William Howard Doane, 
who had set music to many of the best hymns of 
the day. including scores written by Fanny Crosby. 
Doane set the poem to music and published it in his 
“Songs of Devotion." The hvmn became immedi­ 
ately popular In the great revivals of the 1870s and 
has been a favorite ever since. 
Though exceptionally popular in their day, the 
books and poems of Elizabeth Payson Prentiss have, 
for the most part, been forgotten. But the one 
poem the thought the least of has outlived all her 
other works and was sung at her funeral in 1.78.

$473 To Each 
County Person 


Ohio Chamber Says 
Total Share Will Be 
$46,795,000 For .411 


If President Trum an’s proposed 
budget of $78,600,000 is enacted by 
Congress, it will cost every man, 
woman and child in Colum biana. 
County an estim ated $473, the Ohio 
Cham ber of Commerce said today. 
It took the occasion to urge a re­ 
duction of unessential spending, a 
balanced budget and lowering of 
individual and corporate income 
taxes and excise taxes. 
The per capita cost is based on 
the county’s 1950 census of 98,920 
population. 
According to the Cham ber’9 re­ 
search departm ent, t h e county’s 
estim ated 
share 
of the 
budget 
would be $46,795,000, a little more 
than 15 tim es the total amount of 
real estate, public utility and tan­ 
gible personal property tax assess­ 
m ents listed for the county in 1951. 
The total amount of the assess­ 
ments was $3,084,000, it Mid. 
The state’s share of the budget 
would be $4,951,800,000, figured on 
the basis that residents and tax­ 
payers currently bear 6.3 per cent 
of the total federal tax burden. 
The state’s share also represents 
nearly 12 tim es the total expen­ 
diture for Ohio public schools dur­ 
ing the 1951-52 term , and better 
than twice the total expenses of

E ast Liverpool police investigat­ 
ed 393 traffic accidents in 1952 in 
which 2 persons were killed and HXL 
injured, the annual sum m ary show­ 
ed today. 
The num ber of accidents w a s 
down 117 from the 510 recorded in 
1951, when 2 persons were killed 
and 107 injured. 
B o t h 1952 deaths w ert pedes­ 
trians. A 6-year-old boy was injur­ 
ed fatally June I when he ran into 
a path of an auto on the Pennsyl­ 
vania Ave. "Hill R d." and a Wells­ 
ville woman, 68. died after she was 
struck by an auto on W. Eighth S I 
as she left Thanksgiving church 
services. 
The injured included 42 pedes­ 
trians and 36 drivers or passen­ 
gers in autos. 
There 
were 
298 
crashes involving two or m o r e 
cars. 
In addition, autos were involved 
in crashes with two trains, a bus, 
two bicycles and 37 fixed objects. 
(In two cases, cars left the road 
and overturned. Twenty-two were 
hurt in the miscellaneous crashes. 
Another report on crim inal ac­ 
tivity showed 3,819 arrests, includ­ 
ing 2,738 who paid for parking vio­ 
lations. The 1951 arrests 
totaled 
3,449, including 2,348 who paid for 
parking tickets.

" I would say to you gentlemen 
of the board either for your confid­ 
ential files or for direct quotation 
that if I were a m em ber of the 
board I would vote for im m ediate 
and unconditional pardon.” 
Sandburg added that if Leopold 
were a neighbor of his "I would 
want to see him often if only for 
benefits from association with a 
great and rare intellect."
